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Continuation of 10. Other: Applicant's amended claims remain unpatentable under the same grounds of rejection as set forth in the final 
office action. Applicant traverses the grounds of the rejection under McMillin on the grounds that McMillin teaches away from not fastening 
his ceramic plate. In responses recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result in 
a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 
(CCPA 1963). Further, it is the Examiner's opinion that McMillin's reference can and would operate as designed without fastening his 
ceramic plate.. 
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
